Record Sales in Tucson War Bond Rally 


UCSON SP’ers staged a thrilling 

parade to highlight a giant Third 
War Loan bond rally Sept. 14, pouring 
out of offices, shops and yards bearing 
flags, war posters and banners, massing 
in the tank shop for addresses and musi- 
cal numbers, and then crowding around 
busy bond counters determined to top 
their goats. 

Ht was Southern Pacific War Bond 
Day, and in the colorful and inspiring 
noonday program, Tucson SP’ers bought 
$55,000 worth of extra bonds to bring 
their purchases from Sept. 5 to 14 to 
$106,000 and proudly exceed the goal of 
$100,000 set for themselves. 

Supt. H. R. Hughes of Tucson Div., 
proud of past achievements, as one of 
the first speakers introduced by Chair- 
man Leroy Magers who worked out the 
details for the SP War Bond Day and 
ably served as the master of ceremonies, 
told the massed SP'ers: 

“I have yet to see a failure on the 
part of Southern Pacific men and women 
to come through nobly for any worthy 
project. We have never had a more 
worthy one than this and I am fully ex. 
Pecting to see our thermometer reach 
the top and burst over the $100,000 
goal registered thereon before you leave 
these ceremonies today.

Gondola Cars and Diesel 
Switchers Ordered 


T HE placing of orders for 500 gon- 
dola-type freight cars and 19 Diesel 
switch engines was announced Septem- 
ber 24. Total cost of this new equipment 
will be about $3,255,000. 

The gondolas wil! be constructed by 
the Mt. Vernon Car Manufacturing Com- 
pany and the Pressed Steel Car Company. 
Three hundred of the cars will be of the 
drop bottom type, and 200 of solid bot- 
tom design. Combined cost will be 
approximately $1,760,000. Deliveries are 
scheduled to start in the second quarter 
and end in the third quarter of 1944, 

The Diesel switchers, each of 1000- 
horsepower, will be built by the Amer- 
ican Locomotive Company and the Bald- 
win Locomotive Works. Total cost will 
be approximately $1,495,000. No de- 
livery dates have been set.

Eight Months' Operating Results 


FS the eight months ended August 
31, 1943, Railway Operating Reve- 
nues of Southern Pacific Transportation 
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System amounted to $393,927,621, of 
$109,635,765 more than the revenues 
for same 1942 period; a 39% increase. 

During the same period Railway Op- 
erating Expenses were $226,829,427, or 
$54,530,430 more than the expenses for 
the same 1942 periods; a 32% increase. 

Railway tax accruals, including $89,- 
262,649 for Federal taxes, and $9,903,- 
347 for other taxes, totaled $90,165,996, 
or $45,146,057 more than such accru- 
als for the first eight months of last 
year. After deducting taxes and $16,- 
124,827 of net rentals for use of equip- 
ment and joint facilities, there was left 
Net Railway Operating Income of $60,- 
807,371, or $6,196,002 more than the 
net railway operating income for the 
same period of 1942. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on bonds 
and equipment trust notes in the hands 
of the public, and other fixed charges. 
For the seven months ended July 31, 
1943, the final result was a Net Income 
of $43,010,135, which compares with 
a net income of $32,249,105 for the 
same period of last year.

Transportation Workers Should 
Stay Oa Job, Says Beyer 


TPRANSPORTATION workers should 
stay on their jobs; they will not im- 


“prove their Selective Service status in 


any way by transfer, provided they are 
now using: their highest skills, Otto S$. 
Beyer, member of the War Manpower 
Commission and Director of the Divi- 
sion of Transport Personnel, Office of 
Defense Transportation, said recently, 
“Transportation is a vital war industry, 
and transportation needs workers,” Bey- 
er declared. 

To clarify the position of an esti. 
mated 2,700,000 “American transport 
workers since issuance of the War Man. 
power Commission’s list of 149 “criti- 
cal occupations,” Beyer stated: “On Au- 
gust 14 the War Manpower Commis. 
sion announced a series of important 
new steps to meet the current manpower 
problem. “Among these steps: were. the 
establishment of a new list of 149 ‘criti. 
cal occupations’ and an ‘extension of the 
list of ‘non-deferrable’ activities and oc 


August last year. 


cupations, Men engaged in ‘critical’ occu. 
pations are to be given special consid- 
eration for occupational deferment, and 
they are also to be subject to especially 
strict hiring controls. Men engaged in 
‘non-deferrable’ occupations or activi- 
ties, on the other hand, ate not eligible 
for occupational deferment and every ef. 
fort will be made to get them to trans- 
fer to some ‘essential’ war activity, 

“Unfortunately, many transportation 
employers and employes appear to be 
misinterpreting these new regulations, 
In particular, there is a fairly widespread 
notion that this new list of ‘critical’ oc. 
cupations replaces the national fist of 
‘essential’ activities and occupations 
which has been in effect since June, 
1942, As a consequence, some trans- 
portation employes have concluded that 
because their occupations are not on the 
critical list, they are no longer essential 
and they should transfer to some other 
occupation or activity. This conclusion oy 
is entizely unwarranted, and is contrary i 
to the provisions and ‘purposes of the 4 
new manpower regulations. 

“Mr. McNutt, in releasing the criti- 
cal list, stated emphatically: ‘The new 
critical list does. not displace the exist- 
ing essential lists of activities and occu- 
pations.’ .Tbis means that the national 
list of ‘essential activities and occupa- 
tious is still in effect, and this list still 
carries with it the same manpower rights 
and protections ‘as before.” .

Now, at 
sixty, he’s doing excellent work, says Master Mechanic J. E. 
Stone, on hot locomotive boilers, helping to maintain the 
power that hauls vital war materials to his sons and other 
sons at the fighting fronts. Can any SP father with SP sons and 
daughters in the armed forces top Becker's achievement?
